Bi:iiLL\-, .March 22. — The maesive 
nioniunent to the memory of iMnporor 
Williiim, (irantlfather of the present 
Kaiser, was unveiled at 11:30 to-day, 
according to the prograniiiio drawn uj) 
under tho personal supervision of the 
lOinperor. The royal personages were 
beneath a macnificent tent erected in 
front of tho main portal of tho Bchloas, 
faeiiiK tho iiioiiiiiiient. Thej' included 
the Empress and ez-Empress Frederick, 
The! Kings ol Saxony and Wurtem- 
burg, the Prince Regent of Bavaria, the 
Grand Buke of Baden, the Grand Duke 
of UesBQ and others. Adjoining this 
tent, on both sides were erandatands for 
tho privileged spectators, who onlj' jiuin- 
bered about 3,000 pereoiiB, comprising 
tho suites of tlie I'rinco, the Chancellor 
and all the difinitariea of tho empire, in- 
ciudini^ the Buiidearath, presiding ofli- 
cers of the reichstag anil diet, and gen 
erals and admirals, the rectors of uni 
versities, the mayors of Berlin, Botsdani, 
.Spauda and Cliarlottesburg, and the 
honorary guests. 

His Majesty occupied a position on 
horeebaclc in "front of the royal tent tind 
faciiii; the monutnent. When all was 
ready the drums and trumpets called to 
prayer, and a special trumpet corps 
sounded the hymn. "Lebeden Herrn," 
tifter which Rev. Dr. Faor, delivered a 
prayer, the trumpets and druma follow 
in^ with a grand burst of music. 

Tlie emperor then ordered the monu- 
ment to be unveiled ; the troops present- 
ed ariiip, and there was a loud cheer 
from all present. The massed bands 
played the Bruseian national anthem, 
Baluto was lired from the Lust^arten, 
and the church bells of the city and vi- 
cinity chimed in the t,'eneral rejoicing. 
The ceremonies ended with a choral 
played by a special trumpet corps and 
the passing of the troops. 

After the passing of the troppa the 
Emperor, tho two J«]m presses and the 
German and foreign Princes 'walked in 
procession around tho monument and 
laid >vrcaths upon the steps,.' ;In passing 
Prince IIoben|6be, the Imperial Ohah- 
eeilor, tho two EnipVesses' bowe4 
graciously. 

The whole allaii- was most impressive 
and was witnessed by large crowds from 
tlio windows or tho balconies of the 
houees in tho vicinity. 

Tiio Wilhelm order has been conferred 
on JJr. Von fSoetticlier, niinialer of the 
interior, and Dr. V'ou .Slephan, secretary 
for posts and telegraphs, while Grand 
iMarHhall Count Von Euleiiberg has been 
ileiDrated by His Majesty with the order 
of the black eagle. 

DEFENCE NOT DEFIANCE. 

Britain Must Preserve Her Coaling Station 
in the Bermudas. 

J^o.vDON, March 22. — The llouBt; of 
Commons sat in committee several 
hours to-day on the Military Works bill. 
When the clause referring to fortifica- 
tions in the Bermudas was under con- 
flideration, John iJillon, leader of the 
Irish Kationalists, said that in view of the 
fact tbata treaty of peace and arbitration 
had virtually been concluded between 
(ireat Britain and the United .States, ho 
must protest against the proposal of 
any largo expenditure upon fortifica- 
tion b at the very door of the United 
States, llowouhlnot s;iy tliey were to 
tie erected with a lio.'slile intention, but 
they were at any rale intended as ile- 
teuees and he would advise tho Uhited 
StatcH to watch very carelully tho erec- 
li(jii of fortifications in the . Bermudas 
under the circumHtancce. 

Sir ClKirles llilke replied that fortified 
coaling stations would be an absolute 
necessity to Great 15ritain on the Amer- 
ican side of tho Atlantic in the event of 
a great war. Most of England's food 
supplies came from America. It was 
improbable that the United States wouhl 
ever be opposed in war to England and 
the use of the Bermudas as a basis ot 
British naval operations on the Amerl- 
i;iiii side of the Atlantic was in no sense 
whatever directed against the United 
Stalls. 

The bill was finally reported to the 
house without amendment.

London, March 22.— The special cor- 
respondent of the Times, -who arrived at 
Lirissea yesterday, says it was only 
with the utmost difhculty that he could 
find lodgings, as the small town is filled 
to overflowing witii 13,000 soldiers— and 
14,500 more are expected. They are all 
keen for war, and willing to do anytliing 
they are told by the ofl!icers, but are 
lacking in diacipline and equipment. 

The general in command siiya that fre- 
quently serious difiicultiea arise on the 
frontier between his troops and the 
Turkish forces in conEequence of the ab- 
sence of a neutral zone. A Turkish of- 
ficer and eight soldiers have been 
wounded by the bursting of a cannon iu 
the Turkish camp at Elaesona. 

Vienna, March 22. — The Neue I'^rie 
Presso says that Great Britain lias pio- 
iiosed tbat a collision between Greek and 
Turkish troops on the frontier of Tlies- 
ealy bo prevented by the formation of a 
neutral zone, a mile wide between the 
Greek and Tu^isb forces, as was done 
in 1866. 

Coi'KNiiAGEN, March 22. — The semi- 
ofiicial Berlingsko Tidente publishes a 

dispatch from Athene, saying that an 
agreement has been concluded whereby 
Russia guarantees the integrity of the 
Turkish empire, in return for an island 
in the Mediterranean and the peninsula 
of Mount AthoB. 

Athhns, March 22. — The government 
has issued an order directing all citizens 
of the age of 32 and upwards to inscrihe 
their names on the militia rolls.

W^STMiNSTKR, March 22.— ( Special)— 
There is a rumor on the streets that still 
more stringent salmon regulations are to 

be enforced. It is said the ne-\v regula- 
tion will not only prohibit fish traps in 
Canadian waters, but will prohibit tho 
importation of fish caught in traps in 
American waters. The A. B. C. Packing 
Co. have traps on the boundary line, and 
nearly all the Canadian canneries have 
traps on the American side, so that only 
harm will result if the suggested regula- 
tions are put in force — for the canners 
will simply move to the American side. 

At the timber oHico intiuiry Saturday, 
W.C. Wells swore that he believed all 
timber cut by his employes was oil' his 
own limits. Mr. Reed deposed that 
some lO.OtlO feet of cedar was cut oi^the 
Indian reserve near Salmon arm and 
loaded on cars. Mr. Higginson being 
sworn, stated iu brief that when it ap- 
peared that timber had been cut in 
trespass; no instructions were given as 
to fees. In tho case of the Golden Lum- 
ber Co. he had been instructed to charge 
double permit dues for trespass lumber 
cut. 

He was in the habit of estimating the 
value ol the cut as it came from the mill. 
The ciuniiell tresnags was the only one 
he knew ui wtiich he did not estimate, 
owing to an accident. He had intended 
to estimated it this spring, anil the 
royality on several thousand cords of 
wood '(.^3,000) was held by him pending 
this examination, collected from the C. 
P.R.

Ottawa, :March 22.— (Special)— Al- 
though tho ministers are reticient on 
the point, there is little doubt about the 
government having entered into a pro- 
visional agreement with Mr. W. Peter- ' 
son, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, by which au 
opportunity is given to the firm repre- 
sented by this gentleman to organize a 
last Atlantic steamship service. 

It is claimed this service -will he quite 
etjual to that for which the late govern- 
ment were prepared to close with the 
Allans last year. The reason the Allans 
have been dumped was because Peterson 
i*c Co. are prepared to takea'leSa subaidy 
than was agreed upon with the Canadian 
firms. 

MoxTUKAi,, March 22 — The report that 
the ]3ominion government has concluded 
a contract with tho English firm of 
Peterson, Tait l'c Co., of Newcastle, for a 
Canadian fast Atlantic line of steamers, 
is to-day confirmed by sources which 
seem to be official. 

The boats, it is stated, will be equal to 
anything now entering New York, anti 
in some respects will even surpass many 
of the present Atlantic liners. They will 
run from Quebec to Liverpool in sum- 
mer, and from Halifax in winter, mak- 
ing the latter trip in about lour and a 
half days. 

The steamships are to be of the high- 
est elaas, capable of steaming at least 2i 
knots an hour on the trial trip, and to 
make 20 to 21 knots at sen. The pas- 
senger accommodation is to be equal to 
anything at present on the Atlantic 
lines, wiiilst there will bo ample capa- 
city for ordinary freight and very large 
provision for cold storage.

THEIR (JW.N WORST ENEillES 

Natives of Stricken India Resist Sanitary 
Measures in Their Behalf. 

BojinAv, March 22. — There is strong 

opposition to the segregation measures 
in tho native towns. Alargecrowd yes- 
terday attacked and smashed a van con- 
veying patients to the hospital ; the 
police suppressed the disorder, but tho 
scare was renewed by the natives wlio 
are desperate. 

One native made an attempt to kill 
the auditor of the South India railway 
by striking him on the neck with an aze. 
The native afterwards committed suicide. 

A strong Mohammedan deputation has 
waited upon the authorities and begged 
them to revoke the segregation so far as 
the I^Ioliamniedans are concerned. The 
authorities, however, have declined to 
do so on the ground they could not sus- 
pend tho metisure in favor of one com- 
m unity. 

According to the oflicial statement just 
issued, the total number of deaths in 
this city from bubonic plaune for tlie 
week ending March 19, was 1,240. At 
Kurrache, the principle sea port town of 
Sinde, the number of deaths for tfie 
same period was 202. The plague is now 
firmly established at Hyderabad and at 
Sukkur. It was carried to both towns 
probably by travellers.

Assistance for tlie Farmers a Great 
•■ Necessity of tlie 
Honr. 



To THE Editor: — I have read with 
interest -variona letters on this subject in 
late issneB of your paper, and there is 
Btill a great deal that might be written. 
We are told repeatedly that "agriculture 
is the backbone of a country." If it bo 
true, I fear wo are in danRer of having 
a very weak baokboue, and where the 
back is weak the whole body euQers. 

It is a well known fact that the far 
mera of this province have been strug- 
gling under tlilliciiltiea, nor eiiu we Buy 
that theeo ditlicultiea are in tlio iniiin 
caused by any fault in themselves. • 

If we go back to the beginning, we 
find that the trouble commenced with 
the borrowing of cupitnl to clear ami 
stock the farm, and this at a high rate 
of interest, seldom less than eight per 
cent, often more, which has to be paid 
" come what will." 

The consequence is year after year wo 
see the farmer " working out " to raise 
the required sum, to the detriment of 
his own farm. It is all very well for 
those who have money to lend at eight 
or ten per cent., or who are agents for 
the same, to stand out atrainst the pro- 
proposed " cheap rate of money to help 
ihe farmers " and to talk learnedly 
about what has possibly been the case 
in England, Si;othind and elsewhere, 
" by the way," these countries do not 
appear to have BuH'ered greatly through 
the farmers in the past having failed in 
meeting their dues ! 

Ab to a" borrowing government" not 
affording to become a "lending one" 
seems to me to poor policy when the 
*' back-bone " of the country is at stake. 
Nor does it follow that the government 
'would hare a number of "encumbere ' 
and unsaleable farms on its hands." 

On the contrary I believe with the 
help that is looked for, we should soon 
see a marvellous change for the better. 

I tell you, sir, we are at a criaiB, and 
it must be met — something must be 
done to ease the burden that ia weighing 
the farmer down, lie has lost heart ; 
the Blrusgie has lasted too long; be sees 
nothing before him but the mortgage 
foreclosed and his family homeless. Ah ! 
there is one hope, shall he go to the 
mines? Leave his farm, to swell the 
lanka at the mining camp? 

It is said that " ^300, 000 are being sent 
out of this province for farm produce! ' 
Only think of it! What might our 
country not become with that sum spent 
at home? Where is tbe great difficulty 
in the government borrowing money to 
help the farming industry and put it on 
a better footing? Such a measnre would 
benefit the whole province. " Govern 
ments are jnstilied in making expendi- 
tuies wlien the return to the country is 
assured." In this case there can be no 
doubt. What will bo the good of our 
mines if we have to semi away our gold 
to buy food? 1'ko(;i:i;ss.

DEATH BODE UPON THE CLOUD. 

Calhoun County, Georgia, the Scene of a 
Str.inse niul Terrible Fatality, 

Atlanta, (.la., March 23. — News of an 
awful disaster reached here this after- 
noon from Arlington, Calhoun county, 
this state. A terrible cyclone struck 
the ' .;iage at ai; vin-\y hour this morn- 
ing, and the public building, a frame 
Btrncture about twenty by sixty feet, was 
blown to atoms by the death-dealing 
clouds, which is reported to have been 
no large than a bed blanket. 

In the buildinu about '.id impils and 
two teachers had assembled, and V2 of 
the cliildron were instantly killed. Their 
bodies were fearfully mangled and part 
of the members were mixed up with the 
torn remains. Twelve children, [dome of 
thetn older than those killed, were badly 
injured and are dying— one has since 
died. Two of the teachers were also 
hurt badly and are thought to be dying 
at this hour. 

A strange thing about the freakish 
wind was that it struck no other build- 
ing with unuBual force. The cyclone 
struck the town at about 8 :30 a.m., and 
came from the northwest, blowing up all 
of a Budden.

HEABD IN THE HOTELS. 

Eastern Merchants LooklnR to British Co- 
lumbia to Help Them Out— Divi- 
dends in Demand. 

" Business may not be in very good 
shape in British Columbia, bht things 
are far worse in the East," remarked 
J. F. Claxton just arrived from 
Montreal and Toronto yesterday. " Why, 
one wholesaler told me that they were 
looking to our province to help them out 
this year. ' Businiss is, and has been, 
bad for months, owing very largely to 
the uncertainty, as to tariff matteis. 
First, the fact that the Laurier govern- 
ment had made tariff reform a plank in 
their platform, and secondly, the elec- 
tion of McKinley as president, have 
made the business outlook pretty blue. 
There is a feeling of insecurity that is 
hampering trade, and until tbe exact 
nature of the changes in the Dominion 
tarifFis known merchants do not look 
for any better times. 

" But one thin^ strikes you very for- 
cibly in talking with business men in 
the lOast, and that is they are beginning 
to recot;ui/.o tiie jjoBsibilitiea of British 
Columbia as a field for investment and 
as a market for ail kinds of their goods. 
The woollen mills seem to be particularly 
hard hit, as a number of them have been 
compelled to assign, and the big failure 
of the McMasters in Toronto shows that 
even some of the largest houses are un- 
able to stand the strain. This latter 
business was supposed to have bad a 
surplus of over half a million a few years 
ago and yet the creditors are not likely 
to get over 70c. on the dollar. In fact, 
all the wholesalers state that they have 
lost money during the past few years, 
and that the uncertain trade at present 
makes matters still worse. A gentleman 
iu Jlontreal told me that they had 
passed through some pretty hard times, 
but he had never known things to look 
so gloomy as they do at jjreseiit. 

" Interest in our own mines is still 
keen, but owing to the number of stocks 
offering very tew sales are taking place. 
Easterners are baginning to look for 
dividends and even the War Eagle stock 
after the Gooderham syndicated had as- 
sumed control has gone back a peg or 
two, and is now sold at about par. This 
is a result of orofit taking— those who 
L'Ot in on the ground floor unloaded largo 
blocks as soon as there was a good prolit 
insight. And so with other stocks — peo- 
ple are looking for dividends." 

T. II. Prosaor returned Saturday from 
a viijit to the Kootcnay cities and rci.'orts 
exceedingly rougli weather. At Ivoss- 
land Mr. Troasor accepted on behalf of 
the company the new machinery for the 
I'alo Alto, and saw the work of installa- 
tion well under way. It is expected 
that by this time the machinery is in 
operation. Two gangs of men have been 
employed and it is the intention to push 
development work night and day. The 
showing in tho shaft continues to be all 
that could be desired. Both tbe Palo 
Alto and the Xest Egg are most favor 
ably commented on by everybody who 
exjiressed an opinion on the matter. A 
gang of men are at work on the Nest 
E2:g. Tliere are a large number of idle 
men in all tho Kootenay towns, but it is 
slated that good, practical miners are 
still comparatively scarce and can get 
ready employment at f3.o0 per day. The 
class of men as a rule who are out of 
work are those who, although willing to 
turn their band to anything, have no 
practical knowledge of mininc. Both 
Slocan and Kaslo are " full up;" at tbe 
latter place Mr. Proasor had difficulty 
in getting a bed, every room at the ho- 
tels being occupied. 

Sergeant Elliott of the Fiji Island po- 
lice is at present staying at the Domin- 
ion, being on a pleasure trip which will 
probably include a lour of the coast ci- 
ties. Tlio trip from I'"iji was made in a 
sailing vessel to Port Townseiul, from ! 
which point .Sergeant MUiott came over ' 
to Victiiria. Ttie islands, which are on 
the route of tlie Australian lines — Suva, 
the capital, being a jiointof call — sup- 
port a population of about 82,000, of 
which, however, only 4,000 are whites, 
the majority of the inhabitants of the 
colony being natives, who not so very 
long ago were classed as the greatest 
cannibals of the Pacific. The police 
force of Lambossa, of which Officer El- 
liott is a member, consists of twenty na- 
tive patrolmen, over whom are six white 
ofbcials. The principal ofientlers against 
law and order are the East Indians,- of 
whom there are nearly 12,000 on the 
island^

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Valuable Information of British 
Coluni^bia's Kepresentative In- 
dnstry From Official Soarces. 

Something About tlie Districts Not 
Dealt Witli in Earlier 
Bulletins. 



Tho annual report of the iMiniBter of 
Mines presented in the lejiislaturo yes- 
terday by Hon. Col. Baker ia by far the 
most complete one of the kind that baa 
yet been made. This due to the careful 
and intelligent worlc of Mr. W. A. Car- 
lyle, provincial mineralogist, whose 
practical and scientiBc knowledge of 
mining have enabled him to present facts 
and figures in a manner that makes the 
report, not merely a dry gathering to- 
gether of statistics, but a comparative 
showing of the growth of the industry in 
British Columbia that cannot fail to im- 
press anyone who peruses the report. 

As Mr. Carlylo baa adopted the sensi- 
ble i)lan of issuinu bulletina as promptly 
as poasible after the information has 
been gathered, instead of only making a 
yearly statement, this present report, 
while' it contains much that is new, also 
has tlio bul'etins already issued to the 
public Eome months ago on Alberni, 
'Irail Creek, Sluuan, Nt'leon and Ains- 
wortb districts, and tho short com- 
parative statement issued a few weeks 
ago on the mineral production of British 
Columbia, which «aa !f7,U0.425 for 1890, 
against $5,655,302 for the previous year. 

It is pointed out that the organization 
of tiie bureau of mines— begun under 
authority of the legislature in January, 
IS'JO, by Mr. W. A. Carlyle, M. K., pro- 
vincial miiieralaj;iat, and Mr. Herbert 
Carniichael, aasajer and chemist— can- 
not be perfected until tlie completion of 
the quarters iu the new government 
buildingp. A good deal has been done, 
but much remains in order to carry out 
the aims of tho bureau, whicli includes 
gathering full information of all the 
mines in tlie province, the giving of 
hints as to the best methods of treating 
ores, the maintenance of student labora- 
tories for instruction in assaying, blow- 
piping, mineralogy, geology, etc., the ar- 
rangement of a systematic mineralogical 
and geological display; the equipment 
of a plant for testing metallurgically the 
different kinds of ore, coke, etc., and the 
collection of a reference library apper- 
taining to the mining industry. 

Valuable collections of specimens were 
made during the year, and in connection 
with the work of the assay ollige Mr. 
Herbert Carmichael'a zeal and etliciency. 
are referred to. It may be mentioned 
that a number of excellent photographs 
of the smelters, hydraulic niinee, and 
mining scenes illustrate thereportand 
add to its attractiveness. There is also 
a small luav of the province ahowing the 
principal places and avenues of commu- 
nication broutsht up to date. 

Mr. .Tohn Bowron, in submitting bis 
twenty-second annual report on Cari- 
boo, points out tha.t both quartz and 
placer mining have received more than 
the usual attention during 1896. The 
conipai'Htively lii;bt increase in the out- 
put of hydraulic claims was due to the 
ccasuii bemt; the driest on record, wilii 
a connequent tlei-re.ise of svater pressure. 
In predicting unuHual activity in 
the devfloptnent of placer mining this 
year Mr. I'.owron refers to tho various 
propertif.H already • in operation and in 
proces-s of development. The Wavurly 
claims on Grouse creek paid their lirst 
dividend lust season of .-fl a share; an 
English syndicate havj purchased a 
eroup at hydraulic claims on the Fiaser, 
below the juouth of Cotton wood creek, 
and are building a ditch fifteen mik-a 
long so as to get their hydraulic plant 
ready in the early spring ; and a number 
of strong syndicates have been formed to 
operate chiima on Lightning, Williams, 
Slouiih, Antler and Cunninj^huin creeks. 
Some -50 leases have been applied for 
dnrinu' the season and some very i)r()in- 
isint! finds have been made. At i'leasant 
Valley creek from ground -o feet square 
and 15 to 20 feet deep $l,OiJO was ob- 
tnmed. At Big valley dirt running' if2 
to the pan was nbtaint'd, and on Bear 
river is reported a find of to the 
shovel. Keferenre is also made to the 
river dredging and to (juartz mining, Mr. 
Bowron stating : 

" Very much interest baa been en- 
gendered in our quartz minea during 
the season, presumably in consequence 
of the proof that our ores are adapted to 
the cyanide process of treatment, which 
Mr. Marsh claims that he has demon- 
strated beyond iiuestion. Be this as it 
may, never before has so much contl- 
den'ce been manifested in our leilges as 
ia evidenced in the unusual large num- 
ber of loi'ationa nuule." 

In his report oi the Keithley division 
of Caril)oo, Mr. \V. Steidienson, mining 
recorder, refers to the various mines, 
among them the Cariboo Hydraulic 
Co.'s lease which turned out $127,000 for 
the season. 

Mr. James Porter, gold commissioner 
for Casaiar, says : 

" There ia plenty of quartz known to 
exist here, and I do not see why some of 
it should not be aulBciently rich to pay. 
So far but little attention has been paid 
to this place, and I honestly believe that 
if prosnecting was turned in this direc- 
tion that something of importance would 
be di^:covelx•^l. Some good openings are 
alao here for hydraulic mining, and it is 
my honcHl opinion that if some att'Mition 
was paid to this sort of mining that it 
would prove to be a good investment." 

Mr. Carlyle himself makes a report on 
East Kootenay, the result of a sliort 
trip thi.'re last season. He says: 

"Aeliort examination was made of 
thosi! parts in Kast Kootoiniy where 
mining was being actively carried on, 
but with the exception of mines such as 
the North Star, Movie Lake mines, and 
the placer mines on Wild llorae creek, 
little work other than assessment work 
was being done. However, in the south- 
ern part of Fort Steele district the proa- 
jicctors were very busy during the past 
ficaedii. both in the Selkirks and Rocky 
Mountain ranges, and a large number of 
<;laimK were staked oil' in close vicinity 
t(i ilii^ North Star mine and on the St. 
Mary's river, Hull river, Perry creek, 
ami their tributaries. The construction 
<if the Crow's Nest Pass railway, which 
now seems to be an assured fact,_ will 
certainly stimulate far greater activity, 
for there is no doubt whatever but that 
this part of the province should bo thor- 
oughly explored as means of ingrcES and 



egress improve, as already some valu- 
liblo properties have been discovered 
and developed, and many locations have 
been' made, which work will greatly en- : 
ban.ce in yalne and importance. Hither- 
to'tneanB. of comtnnnication have been j 
such that^nsiderable time had to be 
consuined in reaching any part, and 
prospectors and mining men have been 
attracted to other parts more easy of 
access, uut with a more extended steam- 
boat service on the rivers, new roads 
and trails, and with keener interest 
aroused by the progress of mining in 
other parts of Kootenay, tho division of 
lOast Kootenay is on the eve of receiving 
much greater interest, Tfith every prob- 
ability that her latent resources will 
prove very valuable." 

Attention ia directed to the valuable 
coal-fields >ihich would bo available for 
colic if the Crow's Nest Pass railway 
were built. The increased interest in 
mining in East Kootenay is shown by 
the following figures : 

Free miners' certificates for 1S9Q, 537, 
an increase of 33 per cent, during the 
year. 

Value of mineral output. .tl54,427, an 
increase of 770 per cent, over the year 
before. 

In tho report on the Eevelstoke, lUi- 

cillewaet, Trout Lake and Lardeaa dis- 
tricts, which were not touched on the 
previous bulletins on West Kootenay, 
the various mines are referred to, show- 
ing that a lively increase has been made 
in mining progress during ISilG, 

Kefereuco is also made to tho great 
excitement in Lillooet consequent upon 
the location of rich gold-bearing minea 
on Cayoosh creek, where the Golden 
Eaulo ia situated. 

Of Nanaimo district. Marshal Bray, 
gold commissioner, reported that SO'S 
mineral claims were recorded during the 
year, and 867 fVee miners certiflcatea 
issued. The Van Anda, Victoria, Raven , 
Silver Tip, Lorindalo and Nutcracker ou 
Texada island, are mentioned, and other 
claims on Thurlow, Valdez and Cbanne 
islands, and tho satisfactory progress 
made referred to. 

Of Victoria districts, Mr. W. S. Gore 
reports ; 

" This is the first report of tho kind 
that I have had the i)leasuro of pre- 
senting. Heretofore there have been L)ut 
very few mining locations made on the 
coast, and the claims which had been re- 
corded were not prospected with any 
very satisfactory results; it is therefore 
gratifying to note the comparative magni- 
tude and importance of the past year's 
transactions. I have alao appended a 
complete detailed list of all the crown 
grants for mineral claims which have 
been issued by tho government up to 
the date of this report, which will be a 
matter of public interest and con- 
venience, as will alao be the list of gold 
commissioners and mining recorders, 
which is annexed :

" The mineral claims above referred 
to are situated principally in the vicin- 
ity of Phillips Arm and Loughborough 
Inlet, and at varioas other points on the 
coast of the Mainland, also ot the south- 
ern portion of Vancouver island, and 
consist chiefly of gold, silver and copper, 
in combination of varying proportions. 
Nearly all of the mining locations in 
Victoria district are easy of access by 
water, and the prospects for successful 
mining at these places during the ensu- 
ing season are bright." 

For Westminster district the report 
reads : 

'•Heretofore this has not been reirard- 
ed as a mining district of any import- 
ance, and the number of claims taken 
up has been small. Notwithstanding 
the transfer of Texada island from this 
to the Nanaimo diatrict, the number ol 
claims recorded at the office of Mr. Hob- 
son, mining recorder, during tie past 
vear, has been beyond , precedent', and 
the other basineas in connection with 
the office has correspondingly increased, 
aa will appear from the following com- 
parative statement:

•' As a majority of those claims have 
been located during tho latter part of 
the year, very little development work 
has been done yet, and one cannot speak 
with any certainty respecting the a('tual 
value of these mining properties. Cieii- 
erally the rock is low grade, but reports 
of assays in sevaral cases have been very 
encouraging; some of the claims located 
on Harrison lake having shown over$-OU 
in gold to tiie ton. The mineral loca- 
tions are spread over a large area, in- 
cluding Harrison lake and river. Glacier 
lake. Mission, Ohilliwack, Sumas, Stave 
lakej Pitt lake, Burrard Inlet, Howe 
Sound, Siinaniish river, Malaspina Strait, 
Jarvis inlet, Powell lake, and elsewhere 
adjacent to the Straits of Georgia and 
Fraaer Kiver.

Such an establish mciU would 
greatly tend to stimulate the develop- 
ment of local mines, as it would proba- 
bly rciluce the cost of treating the ores. 
A large ))roportion of the claims located 
iu this district are adjacent to navigable 
waters, and the ore could bo laid down 
at very small cost, either in Burrard In- 
let or Eraser river; and if a -melter 
were in operation at either ot these 
F'^ints, the low grade ores could be 
worked at a prolit. The mining outlook 
in this division for 1807 is very hopeful." 

In the Vale district report reference is 
made to the dilTerent camps, and Coal 
hill is pointed at as destined to be pro- 
bably one of the principal mining cam|)8 
of the province.

COAL DUTIES. 

The proposed duty on coal provided in 
the Dingley tariff bill now before the 
United States congress, "5 cents a ton, is 
likely to evoke considerable opposition. 
Interviewed on this subject last week. 
Finance Minister Fielding said : 

The policy of the present Canadian 
government has been toward a reduction 
of the duty, rather than toward an in- 
crease. We still desire to move in that 
direction, unless events on the other 
side of the line make it impossible for 
us to do BO. Wo recognize the fact that 
where our policy touches our trade rela- 
tions with our neighbors to the south, 
it may have to be, to a considerable ex- 
tent, influenced by their disposition to- 
ward us. The present Canadian duty is 
considerably higher than the American 
duty. That fact has already been used 
to our disadvantage at Washington. 
Tills has been advanced as a reason why 
the American duty should ' be raised. 
■\Ve are disposed to proceed on the line 
of reduction if our neiglibors are willing 
to do what is fair. If this be clearly 
understood, and if thoF.e in tlie I'nited 
iStates vvlio are interested in holding 
their Canadian market for coal bestir 
themselves, the increase of the Ameri- 
can duty whicls you regard as likely to 
occur may not be made. If, however, 
your view is correct, and it turns out 
that the United States duty is raised to 
a high figure, then we shall claim and 
exercise the riplit to revise our views re- 
specting the Canadian duty, and we 
aluill feel bound to impose a duty, not 
only on bituminous coal, but also on 
anthracite coal, which at present comes 
into our market from tlie L'nited States 
free of duty. We should much prefer, 
iiowever, to move in tlie other direction, 
and we Bliall still hope that nothing may 
occur at Washington to prevent our 
carrying out our desires. 

The New York Times wants to know 
what the coal mine owners of Oiiio au<l 
Pennsylvania think of this. Their only 
foreign market is Canada and if they arc 
to be shut out of this, they will lose the 
sale of nearly ^10,000,000 of coal a year. 
The export of American coal to Canada 
in 1896 was, according to the Times, 
valued at $9,£HI,7o7. The New York 
paper says that the only coal interest 
demanding a duty in the Canadian 
])roiluct is one on Western N'irginia; but 
this is hardly correct. Tlie coal mine 
owners of the State of Washington idso 
want the McKinley duty restored. They 
profess to believe that it ia the lack of a 
higher duty which jireventa them from 
supplying the California niarket, when 
every one in tlic trade knows the real 
reason to lie tlmt their co:il is of inferior 
(luality. The Times thinks that Caniida 
holds the whip hand in this coal buai- 
ness and will not be to blame if she 
makes the United States feel the lash. 
It is a poor sort of business for two coun- 
tries to be engaged in, but if that is the 
sort of reciprocity our neit;|ibors want it 
would be a pity not to accommodate 
them. 



War will tighten the money market in- 
stantly, even if Great Britain is not in 
it. Referring to the proposed tarill' 
changes in the United States, a leading 
English financial journal said recently 
that it was to be hoped they would not 
be very radical, for . the only 
other menace to a general revival 
of prosperity was the prospect 
of war over Crete, and this it be- 
lieved could be avoided. Some people 
are under the delusion that war makes 
good times. It does in so far as it 
stimulates a demand for provisions, but 
this benefit is more tlian counterbalanced 
by the set back given to all enterprises, 
except those directly bearing upon the 
conduct of hostilities. Therefore we 
hope that Salisbury's policy will be suc- 
cessful and that the powers will be able 
to discover some means of solving the 
Cretan queation other than by a resort 
to arma. 



SALISBURY'S VRETaN I'OfJVY. 

A great deal of impatience is mani- 
fested in some quarters over the action 
of the British governtnent in regard to 
Crete, but it is not well founded. As 
has been pointed out, Salisbury's policy 
is to avoid a rupture of the peace. He 
does not fail to appreciate the natural 
desires of the Greeks and Cretans; ho 
probably understands as well as anyone 
else how the Christian subjects of the 
Sultan may chafe under Jlohammedan 
rule; but he must wei^^h the conae- 
(jiiencoB of every line of policy as best he 
can— he must, if ho is able, so shape tlio 
cDuraoof events as to do tiie greatest 
;r,,ij.i to the greatest number. It may 
he, and doubtless is, a grievous thinjjr for 
60,000 or so Cretans, who call themselveH 
Christians, to bo subject to the tyranny 
of rulers, alien in blood and religion; 



ATHLETIC AMALGAMATION. ' 

A movement is on foot in N'ictoria to 
bring about an amalgamation of all the 
atliletic organizations in the city into 
one general club, which shall have a fine 
club house, with gypmasiam and other 
things incidental thereto. This general 
club would have dilFerent departments 
under the control of committees, but' 
instead of there being a cricket club, a 
lacrosse club, a boating club, a tennis 
club, a bicycle club, and so on, there 
would be a Victoria Athletic Club with 
departments devoted to the several 
sports. This club would have its own 
colors, and when representative teams 
were selected to meet strangers here or 
to go abroad, they would have all the 
athletes ol the city behind them, which 
it is thou<:ht would give tbein abetter 
standing, and ensure cheaper and more 
satisfactory management. 

In most cities where athletic Hnnr'ts are 
popular the amalgamation idea has pre- 
vailed with excellent results. To go no 
further away than Seattle, we find that 
city iKiw prominentinathletics, although 
liefore the organization of the S. A. C. it 
was hardly known in this fieUl. Vic- 
toria ia particularly strong in its athletes, 
and a club representing the whole city 
would at once take great prominence in 
tiie athletic world. The movement is 
one tliiit moat people would like to see 
fiucceasfiil. In fact it is not easy to stig- 
'.leal any good reason wliy it ought not to 
succeed. We make this reference to it 
with the object of stimulating intereslin 
tlie matter. It ia a lit subject for brief 
newspaper discusaion.

A meeting called by the Trades and 
Labor Council agreeable to a petition 
signed by twenty-five workingmen of 

the city, waa held in the Sir William 
Wallace hall last evening. The object 
was to take into consideration tlie foriu- 
atiou of a club for workingmen, and 
there waa a goodly attendance of repre- 
sentative workingmen. President James 
Tagg of the Trades and Labor Council 
explained the object of the meeting, 
and asked any of the gentlemen 
who had petitioned the Trades anil 
Labor Council should address the meet- 
ing. 

M. J. Conlin accepting the invitation 
spoke in favor of forming an association 
of the lalioring classes of the city and 
thought that much good would come of 
such a movenienc. 

W. J. Ledingliam believed that the 
object of the meeting was a good one, 
and for himself was glad that the mat- 
ter had been taken up. He would go in 
tor anythine that had for its object the 
betterment of the position of the labor- 
ing classes. 

JCdward Bragg had not come to apeak, 
but to learn something. He thought 
the (jnestion to be put was, "are the 
conditions such in the city that the 
laboring men should get together and 
organize"? IIo certainly thought so. 
The position of the workingmen of Vic- 
toria waa becominc worse as time pro- 
pressed, and that if they did not 
organize they would not have a leg to 
stand on. Ho believed that conditions 
were ripe for the formation of an organ- 
ization of this kind — a society for the 
bringing together of all the industrial 
classes of the city. 

S. W. I'Mward's also telieved that an 
organization of the workingmen of the 
city shoukl be formed, but hardly knew 
on'what lines ; while E. Shanks endorsed 
the old saying thai " It's better late than 
never," and hold that if a union of the 
laboring men was to be formed, he be- 
lieved that the Trades and Labor coun- 
cil ahould help them by every meanffin 
their power. 

President Tagg replied that the Trades 
and Labor Council would give such a 
union every aKuiatance, but he wished 
it underBtood that if an organization 
waa to be formed, that no petty jealous!. .) 
should arise or it would surely bo .i 
failure. The workingmau waa his own 
enemy, as when lime came for tho work- 
ingmau to prove this strength they 
failed so to do. An organization should 
certainly be formed which could meet 
together and discuss the questions of the 
day and send delegates to the Trades 
and Labor Council. Not until the work- 
ingmen took some step in this direction 
would their position be a bit better. He 
showed bow lilasguw was organized, and 
said that there was no reason why Vic- 
toria Bhoulii not be in the same positioiK 

W. McKay illustrated the benefit of a 
union among tlie workingmen of the 
citv, and also allowed the advantaL'e of 
the Trades and Udior 0)uiicil in Vic- 
toria, esiiecially in the matter of day 
labor againat tlie contract system in cor- 
poration work. 

It was finally moved by W. .1. Leding- 
hani, seconded by S. W. I'^dwards, and 
decided "That a trades assembly be 
formed comprised of all workingmen, 
md that otlicers be elected." 

The olliceru in the chair for the even- 
ng were elected to comiilete organiza- 
tion, \Villiam Tagg being chosen as presi- 
lent, William McKay as secretary, and 
the coiiuuittee being composed of W. J. 
l.ediiighaiii, .M. iMeisa, Charles Gillman, 
E. Bragg and A. .lohnson.

The <lotail8 of 'the expedition proposed 
"by Morria K. Jeaiip, president of tlie 
American Muaautu of . Statural History, 
lor the eseploKOtioa of dbe coasts oif the 
North 'Pacific ocean aaS tiie study off tbo 
Taoes iiving'tliere liava been given out 
by 'Dr. Franz Boas, -assistant curator of 
. tko Anthropological departiiieut of the 

The main object <3i the expedition is to 
mreetigate and esti^JliBh the etfandlogic- 
alTelatioQB betwera tfie raceaof Amei- 

aca and Asia and is intended as a contri' 
bution to the solution of that question 
To this end three parties will ho sent 
onto tlie tield. One will work on the 
■coast of the Okhotsk sea, anotlier will 
• explore the west coast of America, and 
'the third will bo stationed, at the north 
•era part of the Behrinf^ eea. 

The start will be iiiudo earl\' thia 
spring. Dr. ]!oaa will personally con- 

■ duct the West Aniorioan coast party, 
and will be aesistt'd by Harlan 1. Smith, 

■ an attaiihe of his department in tlie 
museum. His other assistants will be 

■employed on ' the field. About four 
months will te devoted to that portion, 
and then the party will conduct further 

■ esplorations along the Amoor river, in 
"Siberia. It has not yet been detcr- 
imlned ^ho will conduet the other two 

parties. 

While it is expected that the object of 

the exploration can be accomplished in 
about six 'years, Ulr. Jesup has set no 
limit to the time which must tlio oon 

-BUined, and has declared his intention ol 
seeing the matter tfliroiigh no mutter 
what coat or len-^th of time are required. 

■In connection with the anthropological 
investigations, a oollection of such anti- 

•quitieS'fts are found to have any bearicf^ 
on the subject will bo made, und the 
subjects will he jdaced in the niuaenin, 
where a place has already been selecte ' 
for their accommodation. The collection 

■ feature of the exjiedition, however, is 
merely incidental to its main object.

" There are few problems that are of 
greater importance to our knowledge ol 
the early history of the American race 
than its relations to the races of the Old 
"World. The dlscassion of this problem 
has beea going on for along period, but 
ita-Btady has never been taken up in a 
syetematic manner. While some inves- 
tiuatora maintain that American cul- 
ture has grown up spontaneously, others 
claim to recopfnize traces of Asiatic cul- 
ture in America' Two ways of connec- 
tion between the New World and the 
•Old have been suggested ; the one le^^d- 
ing over the islantla of tiio I'acific to 
fcjoiith Auioruia, the other leadiny along 
the coasts of the North J'acillc ocean to 
our continent. The problem that it is 
proposed to take up relates to the^Torth- 
em area. 

" Btill more doubtful is the racial re- 
lationship between the peoples of Asia 
and America. The opinion that the 
peoples of British Columbia are more 
closely related to the Asiatic race than 
other North American Indians hna not 
been sustained by any material from the 
Asiatic side. The final solution of these 
•questions reqaires<a systematic stady of 
'the whole area. Anthropologists will 
appreciate the generosity of Mr, Jesup, 
•who makes it possible to investigate this 
importAnt problem energetically before 
the dcstructiv-e influences of civilization 
will have destroyed the primitive cul- 
■turea entirely. 

" I refer to the Siberian railway, now 
in process ol construction and soon to 
become an accomplished fnut. There is 
BO doubt that the tribes of .Siberia, who 
are already in a Kt.ute ol general degener- 
ation, .-will be wiped out altogether by 
the railroad with its attendant civili/.ing 
influences. 



rE0i'i.i;K OF sniKitiA. 

" ClKT knowledge of the ethnology of 
the Pacific coast of Siberia is liiruely 
based upon the repcrts of early travelers, 
.^teller's description of Kaiiitchatka sup- 
plied a gap that cannot be lilled to-day 
The circnmnavigations of the globe ol 
the last century and of the beginning of 
this century have furnished us with 
iragm'enitary matorial.from those regions, 
but the only contribution that can claim 
any crefct scientific value ia that of 
Behrenck on the peoples of the Amoor. 
The mythology of the whole region is 
practicallv unknown. 

" On the American eido our informa- 
tion is eomewliat fuller. Invoatigalions 
in British CoLumL-iii. have been carried 
on for a uuujbt^r of yeara under tlio aus- 
pices of the iiritiiih AKHOciatioii for the 
Ailvanccnieiit aS Science, but much re- 
maiiiB to be done. 

'• Work on the l-'acilic coast of America 
will he commenced this spring in lields 
that have heretuiore remained unex- 
plored, and will be continued as long as 
important gaps in our knowledge of the 
ethnology of the coast remain to be 
filled. 

" The regions in which investigations 
are to be carried on offer peculiar ditii- 
culties on account of the multitude of 
tribes. White almost the whole of Si- 
beria ia inhabited by tribes akin in lan- 
guage and similar in type the eastern 
coast is occupied by a variety of rac;-!B. 
The same ia true in America, where, in 
the interior, we find a vast sweep ol 
country inhabited by one peojde, wliiie 
the diversity of laiiguatrea and races on 
the coast is almost incredible. 

" The didicultics of the problem will 
bo better appreciated when it is stated 
■ that between Columbia river and Beh- 
ring strait ten languages are found that 
are fundamentally distinct, and that 
those languages have thirtv-seven dia- 
lects which are mutually unintelligible, 
On the Asiatic side there are seven dis- 
tinct languages sprken in at least ten 
dialects, which are mutually unintelli- 
gible, but there may be more, since our 
Jcnowledge of the whole area is very 
meagre. 

BEI/ATIOUSinr OK' Tl^E HACKS. 

" The problem of the relationship of 
the racial types id a very attractive one. 
The relations of the races of Southern 



Alasks and iBtitish Columbia to the 
other North Anterican Indians, although 
not quite cleaT^ are certainly very inti- 
mate, since a gradual transition of the 
Northwest coast types to those of East- 
ern North America can be establislied. 

" We know that great changes in the 
setit-fi of population have occurred in the 
central parts of Northern Siberia. The 
weaker peoples of southern regions were 
pushed northward, and finally came to 
occnpy the inhospitable sboreis of the 
Arctic ocean. . It will require- -Ipjiig and 
patient study of the inhabitarits-'and of 
the prehistoric remains of the whole 
region to unravel its ancient history. 

"The mythologies must bo scanned 
ivlth great care. There is no doubt that 
-lunong the peoples of Siberia a constant 
'interchange of tales and of myths has 
taken place. There are indications that 
the current flowed across to out conti- 
nent, and it will bathe task of the pro 
posed Investigation to discover to what 
extent American and Asiatic ideas inllu- 
cnced eacli other. 

" The whole liehl of research is a vast 
one, and it ia to be expectetl that the en 
terprise inaugurated by Mr. Jesup will 
lead to results which will dear up many 
of the obscure points regarding the early 
history of the American race."

-Omic was friun Loweii- 
bcrg- Harris A'Co,, to llio ell'ect that l>y 
the city turnin^; oil" tlic water on -Store 
street without notice a sewer had 
bera blocked. A eecoiul coui- 
plfdnfc was from Sir. W. B. W. 
AHcman and'8S others to Uie elVect that 
ttie Gorge roed required attention batlly 
and had been neglected by former coun- 
cils. The feat letter was referred to the 
city enftineer and water 'oommiaaioner, 
while the <»ther was handed to the street 
•committee and city engineer for an eati- 
inate as to what it would cost to put tlie 
Gor<;e road in good sliapo. 

An acknowledcemcnt wiia receivei 
from Hon. ,1, il. Turner of tho proposei 
amendiiicnta which th-o city desired to 
see in&erted in the M«nieipalitie8 Act, 
and proinisinj? togiveMiem his beat con 
eideration. 

The oity engineer liaving directed 
attention to tho necessity of replanking 
Rock Bav bridre and of replacing a few 
piles at li cost of ^^lOO.the council agreed 
without demur and therefore won the 
approbation of tho mayor, who was of 
opinion that there should be always 
proaint attention givtjn to the bridL'es. 

Aldl McCandleea, while (juite agree- 
ing with this, remarked that it would 
really be cheaper in the long run to build 
a short bridge directly across the arm, 
instead of keeping up the present long 
one. 

Aid. Harrison di<l not see the use of 
building anew bridge, as he hoped when 
the Indian Tueervo was made over to tlie 
city that the V,. e'c N. bridge might be 
taken by the city in exchange for ter 
minal faeilitiea on the reservation.

The long expected repor c of Mr. 
Rudolph Herring, the emi'^ent engineer 
who visited the filter be.ila in February 
laat, haa been receivef"^' and was read at 
the city council mee'dng last night. It 
states : 

" The constriiCtion of the filter beds 
has been place^l in the hands of a con- 
tractor who has to build tliem according 
to the terms of a certain contract and 
appended specifications, one clause of 
which specified that the beds be made 
water-tight, and turned over to the city 
n a water-tight and usable condition. 
This ve(iuireinent had not been fiiUilled, 
and further iiayr/ienta were therefore 
suspended until the lieds were rejjaired 
so aa to liokl water and otherwise wore 
in full accordance with the contract re- 
[uircmeiits. A coircidaiii waa built 
across the valley to enable tho beds to be 
l)uilt. Its coiiBtriictioii is said, to have 
been satisfactory, and thatithad excluded 
tho water from the building site. 
Three filter lieds were then constructed 
at some distance back of the dam. The 
two walla at the sides of the valley were 
jjuilt on rock and the rest on hard 
ground. The division walls between the 
filter beds show cracks, reported to vary 
in width from 8-10 of an inch to 1-32 of 
an inch. Yet no apparent settlement 
seemed to have taken place. No cracka 
appeared iu the east and west walls— 
those founded on rock — so far as I waa 
informed or could see. Between the 
walla tho hard bottom waa of unequal 
depth, and after taking out the soft 
material the sjiace was eaid to have been 
filled in with clay and loan up to the 
Bub-grade of tho filters. Mr. Wilmot 
atatea that lie wanted tho water turned 
upon the filling so aa to compact it, but 
tlie contractor would not do this. A 
layer of concrete was then placed upon 
the filling from wall to wall. It is eaid 
to have been made six inches in thick- 
nesa, but there appears to be doubt about 
thia in the minda of some. It ia feared 
that at Bomp places there were but four 
incbea of concrete and three inches of 
gravel underneath. 

From the plans shown to me and from 
statements made by the city engineer 
regarding the thickness of the walls, I 
have the following remarks to make: 

The main dam or wall aeparating the 
tiller beds from the lake seems to have 
autlicient thickness and appears to have 
been well built, notwithstanding that 
some very slight cracka appear 
the aauio. Such are not infrequent 
in concrete walls and can be 
avoided only with great dilKculty. 
The wall eepuraring the filter beds from 
the proposed reservoir appears to mo to 
be of insufHcient thickness. It ia appar- 
ently intended that the earth embank- 
ment resting agalnat it on the reaevoir 
side will make up for the atrength lost 
by the diminished width. Such expec- 
tations are not always realized, and it 
would be well to carefully observe the 
action of this wall and of tho embank 
ment, ao that any necessary repairs or 
means of streiy^thcning may be under 
taken before anything serious occurs 
The eaat and west walla of the filter \m\f 
resting against the original banks am 
between which tne beds were conatriict- 
e(l,may likewise be of iiisiiflicicnt width 
Wherever the original material back of 
the wall is rock, or of such a character 
that ita natural slope when standing 
alone will be nearly vertical, the width 
shown on the drawinga would he entirely 
Bufhcient; hut where the backing is not 
of thia character, where it is filled in 
material or of a clayey nature, and par- 
ticularly when it may receive and retain 
sub-soil water, the pressure against the 
walls would be so great that their thick 
ness, as marked upon the plans, ia iiisu 
flicientto withstand such pressure. They 
shuuld bo so jiroportioned that they wil 
stand under ibe le.ijt favorable condi- 
tions likely to occur; that ia, when the 
prcaeuri' from theoiusido is greatest atu: 
from tlic inside leaat, which woiilc 
occur when the beds are empty. I am, 
of course, not able to etato the nature 
of tiie ground behind tho walla 
therefore I canuof say whether the 
walla are actually of insufhcient 
thicknesB or not for the conditions 
under which they are to operate, 
notice, however, that on the sectional 
plans croasing the reservoir on lino C C, 
it appears that there ia considerable new 
tilling against tho walls, sufficient for 
suspecting that tliey are not (juite thick 
enough to be entirely safe. They should 
therefore likewise be carefully watched, 
and any aigns of movement quickly at 
tended to. 

The division walls between the several 
filter beds have a sudicient thickness, 
and if they have been properly built of 
proper material and with good work 
luanahip they should not give any 
trouble on this account. It is quite jiro 
per to commence them upon hard bot 
tom and to build them up to beneath 
the floor with dry masonry, jiroviiled 
always that the atonea were carefully 
and as lirmly set as though they were 
bedded in mortar. Such a foundation 
wall, when dr}', ahouhi servo ita pur- 
pose equally' well, becaueo the only 
pressure which ia exerted ia vertical. If 
the stones are carelessly laid a settle- 
ment can occur by a crushing in of in- 
Bufhciently largo bearing surfaces. The 
concrete flooring waa put in after the 
walls were built. It is said that before 
the sand was filled In cracks existed at 
places where the fiooring joined the 
walla. Thisia not an unusual occur- 
rence. If such a crack exists along a 
large portion of the walls tho water from 
tho filter beds could leak into tho ground 
instead of running into the proper chan- 
nel. It ia also pospiblo that, owing to 
tho unecpial filling between tlio 
natural hard bottom and the con- 
crete flooring, the material may 
have aettled in places and 
the concrete floor may have cracked, 
thus allowing water, after passing 
through tho lilter, to leak out instead of 
going, into tho regular channel. But 
these cracka also allow water to enter 
the filteri'beds from, the outside, Thia 
condition is probabiyjbe usual one in 
•youricaB^i. for tbV' pressure of the outside 
water is greaterfowin^ to Its statiding at 



ahigher level outside than inside the 
beoB.^ Of CO" jrae," if water enters the 
beaa from b- jiow, instead of from above, 
" '8 ''Ot flh^red and purified. It runs 
ofl throup a the eflluent pipe but slightly 
Changed from ita original condition, thus 
-asuro nullifying the purpose of 
the fi ,terB. 

■'^ pipe delivering into the reservoir 
^^/^ jm the filter beds was flowing a good 
P . cream of water when I visited the local- 
ity. As no water waa turned in upDn 
the top of the filter bed, it waa therefore 
leaking badly. It was stated to me that 
the other two beds likewise leaked, hut 
the valves of the eflluent pipe lending 
into the reaervoir were shut down and 
the water was flowing into the waste 
channel and thence into the brook. Ke- 
garding repairs to prevent leakage, the 
lirat thing iiecesaary is to discover the 
actual location and character of the 
leaks. It haa been asserted that cracks 
exist between the outside walls and the 
concrete flooring. If thia is a fact, then 
such detect can bo remedied by digging 
down tlie Hoofing, around the iiiaide of 
tho bed and effectually closing up such 
cracka. Tlien, if there is still a leakage, 
the following course should bo pursued ; 
Starting at the outlet pijic of each bed, 
and digging down tlirougb the fjand at 
both aides of the central connecting 
channel, at thoae points where the 
lateral drains enter it, tiio points will be 
discovered where water enters the same, 
when no water is turned upon the beds 
in the regular manner. It is assumed, 
of course, that the central channel is 
water tight against leakage from the 
ground below it by upward preeaure. 
Such leakage could only bo ascertained 
by observing the discharge at the outlet 
when none of the laterals leak and when 
no water entera it from the adjoininj! 
filter beds. Therefore it is neceaaary 
first to be sure that none of the laterals 
discharge any water into it. 

In order to make sure of tho proper 
condition of the laterals and of the con- 
crete flooring, and to reiiair any leakage, 
such lateral should be dug up, starting 
with the one nearest the outlet and fol- 
lowing it aa far as necessary ; that is, as 
long as any water improperly llowB 
through it, and the source of tiiis leak- 
age is found and corrected. If the con 
cr.ete is found to be but four inches 
thick and for this reasda allows of leak- 
age, there ahould be another layer 
placed upon it. The manner of repair- 
ing the cracks should reveal itself in 
such case. In general it may be said 
that it is well to cut out the cracks to a 
suflicient width so that a certain body of 
mortar, or of concrete imuie of aniall 
sized Btonea, can be pressed into the 
defective places. It is necessary that 
the old concrete should have a thor- 
oughly wet surface ; that ia to say, the 
concrete should not absorb any more 
water after the new concrete or mortar 
has been placed ujion it. The surface 
against which the new concrete is placed 
sliould aleo be thoroughly cleanqd and 
free from loamy matter, dust or dirt, 
which often prevents the proper adhe- 
sion of the fresh cement. The mortar or 
concrete ahould be preaaed into the 
cracka and trowelled down bard, so tliat 
it becomes dense and water-tight. De- 
pending upon the width of the cracks 
tho deptli to- which the new ma-terial is 
inserted should be at least one or two 
inches, or it should extend to the bot- 
tom of the flooring. The frames of sonic 
of the valves are not set tightly into the 
concrete and leak, which also allows un- 
filtered water to get into the ejlluent 
pilies. This defect should, of course, be 
remedied. If it is found that the "water 
from the outside has brought through 
the cracks into the beds and above the 
concrete flooring dirt or improper mate- 
rial, this should, of course, be carefnlly 
removed. 

It ia the intention to have the purified 
water from the filters enter a reservoir 
adjoining them, and from this reaervoir 
it ia to run into two mains (12 in. and 
1(1 in. diameter) and thence to the city, 
Thia reservoir is not finished. The orig- 
inal intention was to line the slope with 
concrete and to leave the bottom in its 
natural state. It is, however, admitted 
that the bottom should likewise be lined, 
because the entrance of the purided 
water would cause it to be made 
muddy, and it lias therefore been 
projioaul to line the entire reservoir. 
The lining can be made of concrete, 
brick or other materia'. The city en- 
gineer has recommended brick as the 
proper material, in which recommenda- 
tion I concur on the grounds stated by 
him in hia report of December 21, 1890. 
Itijiay be added that, owing to the pos- 
sibility of cracking by slirinknge, a con- 
crete covering would bo less likely to 
form a watertight reservoir tlum if there 
wore a layer of puddling and then a 
brick lining. I can also endorse the 
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city engineer's reuommendation to raiee 
the bottom about one foot so as toefiecb 
a complete emptying of the reservoir, 
and that the slopes be made Batter if de- 
sirable for economical reasons. I also 
wish to advise you to make the necessary 
alteratloas in the plana of tho reservoir 
so as to allow it to be covered with at 
leaat a timber floor. It is a well known 
(act that filtered water which has origin- 
ally contained organic matter, a large 
pirt of which has been converted into 
nitrates by filtration, does not keep as 
well as, for instance, unfiltered river 
water. The sunlight facilitatea the 
growth of aigie, which in most cases 
affects it injuriously, hoth iu appearance 
and taste. It is therefote customary to 
store spring water, ground water or fil- 
tered water in covered reservoirs. 
Usually the covering is made by arches 
or iron work, but in some instances tim- 
ber covering, if properly made to keep 
out the sunlight and prevent the water 
from getting warm, will answer as well. 

I am informed by the city engineer, 
and the data are contaiued in his report 
above mentioned, that the water con- 
tains a gooil (leal of snspeiided matter at 
times. Tlie experiments that have been 
made upon the filtration of this water, 
aa quoted in hig report, indicate that the 
bcda may require cleaning once a week. 
If thia is found to be too frequent than 
is usually necessary, then the period 
could be lengthened by arranging set- 
tling basins within the space now 
bounded by the old coirerdain and the 
maiu dam. .Just how such settling 
liaaius ahould be arranged, however, 1 
am not able with the data at hand just 
now to determine. The aettline would 
enable a considerable proportion of the 
Buapendod matter to be removed from 
the water ami thus allow tho lilter beds 
to ojierate longer before the eurlace 
layers of eatid ijecanie cloggeil. It is 
not usually necessary or desirable to re- 
move more than one or two iiicliea from 
the sand at one cleaning. I am not 
aware that you hud any apparatus under 
consideration for cleaning this sand 
when renioveii, or wliether you intended 
to replace it by new sand if there was 
any in the neighborhood. The prefer- 
ence of one or the other method will de- 
pend upon the <|uestiou of economy. I 
take the liberty of sending you a copy of 
a ])aper, which I recently contributed to 
the Engineering Magazine, in which 
some suggeations are made regarding 
machinery for economically cleaning the 
sand. Such machinery ia in use in Eng- 
land, but I consider the improvements 
for the adaptation at Hamburg, Ger- 
many, to be worthy of our ecaaideration. 

The arrangement for your Alter 
beds does not allow of the best 
method to be applied for i)re venting 
very finely anspended matter and bac- 
teria at times to iiasa through the sand. 
This is due to the fact that in your cas©' 
tho pressure of water uj>on the filter beds ■ 
ia not constant; by ita variation BUB> 
pended matter is likely to be forced 
through the 8{ind. 

It ia cuatoraary now to arrange the 
beds so that there will always be a con- 
stant pressure ; that is, a head varying 
with the accumulation of silt, no mut- 
ter what the delivery or rate of flltra- 
atioii may bo. But this requires more - 
head to be at your disposal than aoems 
to be available in your case, at leaat 
under jjresent conditions. Such appar- 
atus are mentioned also in the paper - 
above referred to- On account of: tb&i 
conditions now existing in yfAir cnse'lt . 
will be neceaaary to exercise more care • 
in tho supervision of the water shad 
than would otherwise be necessary, so - 
that tho amount of objectionable maiter 
which enters the water will be reduced;, 
AB much as practicable before it reaches:^ 
the filter beds.
